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The  i^oraition  in  this  analysis  raflacts  tha  substance,  tona  and  propaganda 
•aphasia  of  Soviet  rhatoric  and  nans  for  ever  five  years — Juno  1979  through 
September  1984,  taring  this  period,  a  total  of  76,179  faatura  storias  and 
news  i tarns  have  baan  ana ly sad. 

This  raport  contains  a  summary  of  propaganda  themes  and  topics  from  tha  Bus* 
sian  language  newspaper  Bgd  Star  (Krasnaya  Zvesda).  Vith  a  circulation  of 
several  nil lion  copies,  this  *da  1 ly "  navs pa par  ts  tha  official  publication  of 
tha  Ministry  of  Defense*  In  particular,  it  represents  tha  views  and  articu¬ 
lates  tha  issues  important  to  the  Main  Political  Admin  is  t  rat  ion  of  tha  Soviet 
Arty  and  Bevy,  which  is  responsible  for  tha  political  reliability  of  all 
Soviet  military  forces.  Tha  Main  Political  Administration  receives  its  guid¬ 
ance  directly  from  tha  Central  Commit taa  of  tha  CP5U. 

Tha  faatura  storias  and  news  items  that  appear  in  Bad  Star  are  intended  to 
provide  daily  guidance  to  tha  Soviet  military  political  cadre  concerning 
domestic  and  international  issues /avants.  It  addresses  the  issues  important 
to  tha  political  elite. 

Men  and  women  in  the  Soviet  armed  forces  receive  political  instruction  and 
Marxist  interpretation  of  current  events  (foreign  and  domestic)  on  a  daily 
basis*  Bed  Star  is  used  as  the  guide  for  political  and  ideological  instruc¬ 
tion;  it  contains  the  approved  ”picture”  of  issues  and  events,  and  outlines 
the  nature  of  the  "hostile”  world  to  the  Soviet  military  audience.  Therefore, 
this  report  provides  insights  concerning  the  structured  view  of  events  and  the 
"world  picture”  as  perceived  by  the  Soviet  soldier,  sailor,  and  airman. 

Also,  Bed  Star  serves  the  purpose  of  informing  Soviet  military  personnel  what 
they  could  be  called  upon  to  do;  what  is  expected  of  them,  and  in  turn,  what 
they  can  expect  from  the  political  leadership  (see  Part  II  -  Coverage  of 
Soviet  Domestic  Issues  and  Military  Topics). 

The  primary  purpose  of  this  edition  of  "Soviet  Mews  and  Propaganda  Analysis” 
is  to  provide  the  reader  with  an  overview  of  Bussien  rhetoric,  propaganda 
themes,  slogans  and  topics,  directed  to  the  military  forces  of  the  O.S.S.B. 
during  September  1984. 


In  September  1984,  28  percent  of  the  total  apace  in  Bed  Star  reported  events 
and  activities  that  occurred  in  foreign  countries  or  were  international  in 
•cope.  As  a  daily  newspaper,  led  Star  is  generally  limited  to  a  total  of  four 
pages  par  issue.  The  average  amount  of  space  allocated  to  events  and  subjects 
about  foreign  affairs  is  30  percent  of  the  total  space  in  the  newspaper* 

Selected  foreign  governments  and  international  organisations  that  received 
substantial  media  attention  in  September  1984  are  listed  in  Table  1.  (Percent 
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reflect*  total  of  foreign  coverage.)  The  data  in  the  table  also  reflect  Red 
Star*  a  international  coverage  for  Auguat  1984  and  the  average  amount  of  print 
apace  (CM2)  for  aelected  countries  for  a  62-month  period.

UNITED  STATES 

For  more  than  five  years,  Soviet  propagandists,  media  commentators,  and  high 
ranking  Soviet  officials  have  been  consistent  and  uncompromising  in  their 
tough  and  demanding  rhetoric  about  the  dangerous,  warmongering  and  anti-Soviet 
policies  of  the  United  States  government,  especially  the  Reagan  administra¬ 
tion.  With  monotonous  persistence,  the  Soviet  propaganda  machine  (the  govern¬ 
ment  and  the  CPSU)  have  stressed  and  highlighted  those  events  and  topics  that 
reflected  the  United  8tates  government  as  being  in  the  forefront  of  interna¬ 
tional  imperialism  (hegemony) ,  fostering  and  orchestrating  a  dangerous  and  un¬ 
controlled  arms  race,  and  conducting  international  terrorism  against  innocent 
(Third  World)  nations. 

During  September  1984,  the  editors  of  Red  8tar  devoted  almost  30  percent  of 
the  international  and  foreign  affairs  space  to  activities  and  events  that  con¬ 
cerned  the  United  States.  Xu  the  past,  the  average  amount  of  print  space 
allocated  to  the  United  8tates  was  slightly  over  30  percent  of  the  total  cov¬ 
erage  ( in  Red  Star)  for  foreign  news  and  commentary.  (See  Table  1,  above.) 

Red  Star**  news  end  feature  stories  are  carefully  selected  and  orchestrated  to 
satisfy  the  propaganda  goals  and  objectives  of  the  Communist  Party  and  Soviet 
government;  consequently,  they  reflect  highly  neaative  views  of  policies  and 
activities  of  the  United  States.  For  over  five  years,  the  United  States  has 
received  an  average  of  60  percent  of  the  total  negative  and/or  abusive  rheto¬ 
ric  in  Red  Star  devoted  to  foreign  governments— in  September,  it  was  61  per¬ 
cent.  See  Table  2  for  a  comparison  of  total  space  (hostile  and/or  negative  in 
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ton#)  allocated  to  tha  United  States  and  other  foreign  countries.  (Percent 
reflects  total  of  foreign  critical  cover see.)

A*  emphasised  in  previous  reports,  Soviet  propagandists  and  news  connentators 
are  montonously  consistent  in  regard  to  their  psychological  strategy  in  that 
they  assiduously  exploit  propaganda  theses  baaed  on  diet  they  consider  current 
psychological  vulnerabilities  (of  the  United  States).  In  this  regard,  the 
Kremlin  has  repeatedly  exploited  American  political,  economic,  and  military 
events  /act  ions  in  the  Caribbean  and  Central  America.  A  propaganda  technique 
that  is  frequently  used  by  communist  propagandists  is  to  fictionalise  the 
heroic  events  of  a  People's  Involution.  In  September,  the  editors  of  led  Star 
published  a  series  of  articles  (in  aerial  format)  about  the  Nicaraguan  revolu¬ 
tion.  Like  a  "soap  opera"  the  Nicaraguan  revolution  was  portrayed  ass

nuclear  tones.  In  contrast,  Soviet  rhetoric  continues  to  emphasise  that 
Konald  Be a g an  (and  the  American  government)  is  dangerous,  trigger-happy,  and 
desires  world  hegemony.  The  Kremlin  continues  to  emphasise  propaganda  themes 
to  "prove"  that  the  American  goverment  is  determined  to  alter  the  strategic 

balance  in  order  to  obtain  military  superiority  and  a  first  strike  capability 
of  the  Soviet  Onion. 

The  following  headlines  end  abstracts  indicate  the  tone  and  psychological 

emphasis  of  Russian  propaganda  in  regard  to  arms  control  and  the  reduction  of 
military  forces: 

a  In  an  interview  given  to  Pravda.  President  Chernenko  attacked  the  pol¬ 
icies  of  the  U.  S.  and  again  emphasised  the  following  points  in  regard 
to  arms  control: 

-  Reagan  is  directly  responsible  for  the  failure  of  the  Geneva  talks. 

-  The  United  States  is  deliberately  accelerating  the  arms  race  and 

causing  increased  world  tensions. 

-  Reagan's  crusade  against  communism  is  aganst  the  entire  world.

-  The  U.S.S.R.  supports  world  peace  and  arms  control. 

e  The  International  Press  praises  the  statements  of  the  Soviet  leader 
(to  Pravda)  on  arms  control.  The  U.S.S.R.  is  serious  in  regard  to 
arms  control  and  peace.  Reagan  is  behind  the  arms  race  and  is  a 
serious  threat  to  world  peace.

a  Support  arms  control,  peace,  and  the  truth  about  the  U.S.-MATO  military 
buildup. 

a  Tell  the  truth  about  the  vicious  anti-Soviet  propaganda  campaign 
launched  by  the  Beagan  administration. 

The  Eremlin  leader  also  emphasised  the  important  role  of  art  and  literature  as 
Mthe  cement"  that  keeps  the  Soviet  society  together  in  that  it  educates  the 
people  in  regard  to  the  history  and  ideology  of  the  CPSU.  According  to

Minimum  coverage  was  given  by  the  editors  of  Red  Star  to  the  retirement  of 
Marshall  Oxarkov»  the  former  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  Soviet  armed  forces.  Red 
Star  also  published  a  short  biographical  sketch  of  the  new  Soviet  Chief  of 
Staff,  Marshall  S,  F.  Akhromeyev. 

Again,  during  September,  the  editors  of  Red  Star  provided  information,  guid¬ 
ance,  and  instructions  to  Comaunist  Party  and  Komsomol  organisations  in  the 
Soviet  armed  forces.  Strong  Communist  Party  influence,  on  all  elements  of  the 
armed  forces,  was  stated  aa  an  essential  goal,  in  order  to  improve  military 
readiness,  discipline  and  morale. 

The  following  headlines  and  abstracts  contain  the  overall  scope,  substance, 
and  tone  of  Red  >tar*s  coverage  (and  guidance)  of  Communist  Party  and  Komsomol 
organisation  activities  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  U.S.S.R.s 

#  The  activities  and  performance  records  of  military  Komsomol  organisa¬ 
tions  should  be  reviewed  and  analysed.  It  is  important  to  determine 
the  (positive)  influence  that  various  Komsomol  organisations  have  had 
on  military  discipline,  morale,  and  training. 
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e  M  Star  reporters  interviewed  severe 1  political  officers  who  dis¬ 
cuss  ed  their  work  on  improving  Komsomol  organisations  end  its  influence 
on  ideological  training  of  young  Soviet  soldiers.  Steps  needed  to 
improve  the  work  of  Komsomol  organisations  included: 

-  Forming  fuss ian  language  c lub s  to  teach  non-Russian  speaking  sol¬ 
diers  basic  Russian. 

-  Organising  more  team  sports  and  athletic  activities. 

-  Increasing  the  number  of  quality  and  political  lectures  and  meet¬ 
ings. 

e  Communist  Party  organisations  in  the  Soviet  armed  forces  must  improve 
their  method  of  operation  (style  of  work).  They  must  make  a  greater 
effort  to  increase  the  influence  of  the  Communist  Party  on  military 
discipline,  morale,  military  readiness,  and  training.  It  requires 
constant  work  and  analysis  on  the  part  of  all  members  of  the  Communist 
Party  in  the  armed  forces  if  military  readiness  is  to  be  improved. 

e  Red  Star  reviewed  the  performance  of  the  military  newspaper  Leninskoye 
Znamya.  The  newspaper  was  criticised  as  follows: 

-  Neglecting  to  explain  how  military  personnel  can  become  members  of 
the  Coamunist  Party. 

-  Neglecting  to  explain  how  the  Komsomol  organisations  prepare  the 
soldier  for  Communist  Party  membership. 

-  Not  strongly  emphasising  the  prestige  and  honor  (advantages)  of 
being  a  member  of  the  Coamunist  Party. 

e  It  is  essential  that  ail  military  Communist  Party  organisations  have  a 
stronger  influence  on  the  training,  discipline,  and  morale  of  Soviet 
military  forces.  The  CP80  members  must  guide  and  work  closely  with 
Komsomol  organisations  and  military  cadets. 
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Each  Communist  Party  member  in  the  Soviet  military  is  obligated  to 
demand  and  expect  excellence  from  himself  and  his  comrades.  Constant 
and  critical  self-eva lust ion  as  well  as  evaluation  of  his  comrades  can 
help  in  meeting  Party  goals  (in  the  military). 

Communist  members  in  the  armed  forces  must  be  more  demanding  and  self- 
critical.  Although  some  Party  organisations  have  increased  their  mem¬ 
bership,  they  still  need  to  expand  and  improve  the  quality  of  their 
work  (performance). 

The  Chief  of  the  Political  Directorate  of  Central  Forces,  Lt.  General 
Kovalenko,  emphasised  the  need  for  Communist  Parties  in  the  armed 
forces  to  improve  their  performance.  He  noted  that: 


-  Cowniit  Part  it*  auat  cootrol  and  influence  ell  nilitary  activi- 
ties. 

-  Connunist  Parties  suit  have  greater  influence  on  military  morale, 
training9  and  readiness* 

a  Komsomol  secretaries  should  be  in  the  center  of  all  military  activi¬ 
ties  -  tactical  training,  political/ideological  training,  and/or 

social  activities*  They  must  work  with  the  troops,  know  then  and 
influence  nilitary  perforaance* 

e  Connunist  Party  organisations  in  the  Soviet  arned  forces  have  a  sacred 
duty  to  ensure  that  all  officers  are  obedient  and  loyal  to  the  social¬ 
ist  systen  and  principles* 

a  Komsomol  secretaries  nust  consider  their  work  as  an  honor,  a  duty,  a 

calling.  They  nust  work  hard  in  order  to  excel*  They  nust  know  how 
to  work  with  young  soldiers,  and  help  unit  officers  to  naintaia  dis¬ 
cipline  and  norale* 

•  Komsomol  organisations  nust  work  harder  to  inprove  and  expand  their 

influence  throughout  Soviet  nilitary  forces*  They  nust  increase  their 
initiative  in  educating  and  indoctrinating  young  soldiers  in  regard  to 
connunist  principles  and  ideals* 


Lottora  to  the  Editor —Criticism*  Complaints*  and  Support  of  the  Party 

A  significant  indicator  that  can  be  used  to  assess  the  nood  of  the  Soviet 
military  is  the  content  of  "Letters  to  the  Editor"  printed  in  Red  Star*  In 
recent  years,  the  Party  has  regarded  letters  as  an  important  safety  valve,  and 
a  way  of  allowing  public  opinion  a  legitimate  and  quasi-independent  outlet* 
Red  Star  sends  reporters  to  investigate  typical  grievances*  The  letters  actu¬ 
ally  printed  represent  those  topics  and  problems  that  are  significant  and 
important  to  the  Soviet  nilitary  elite*  By  law,  Red  Star  reporters  can  sub¬ 
poena  and  inspect  official  records  pertaining  to  allegations  made  in  "Letters 
to  the  Editor."  In  addition,  of  course,  Soviet  officials  stimulate  and 
encourage  the  writing  of  "Letters  to  the  Editor"  on  those  topics  and/or  issues 
that  arc  important  to  and  support  the  government  and  party* 

During  the  month,  the  editors  of  Red  Star  received  8,516  letters  from  its 
readers*  The  overall  content  of  the  letters  to  the  editor  focused  on  and/or 
included  the  following  topical 

o  Cheat ina  and  dishonesty*  Red  Star  criticises  nilitary  personnel  for 
obtaining  leave  under  the  pretense  of  sickness  or  death  in  the  imm&i- 
ate  family*  Soldiers  must  respect  and  cherish  leave*  Cheating  and 
dishonesty  affect  the  morale  of  the  entire  unit,  and  lead  to  more 
dishonesty  and  cheating. 


•  Sailors  nttd  letters.  not  money.  An  officsr  writes  to  Rod  Star  to 
complain  about  parents  who  sand  largo  suss  of  money  to  chair  sons  in 
tho  navy.  Extra  sonsy  only  contributos  to  delinquency  and  self- 
indulgence.  Many  of  tha  sailors  usa  tha  axtra  sonsy  to  gat  drunk. 
Ths  Sovist  navy  providas  adequately  for  its  son,  thay  naad  lattars  and 
support  froa  their  parants  *  not  aonay. 

a  Maw  baby.  A  ailitary  officar  is  criticisad  and  punishad  for  neglect- 
ing  a  now  child  in  his  faaily  *  ha  did  not  coaplata  tha  nacassary 
forms  to  obtain  an  additional  allowance  for  his  faaily. 

a  A  group  of  officers  writs  to  Rad  Star  to  express  thair  support  for 
Chernenko's  policy  on  eras  control,  as  expressed  in  tha  Pravda  inter¬ 
view.  Thay  pledged  to  iaprova  ailitary  readiness  of  tha  8oviet  armed 
forces. 

a  Soviet  army  officers  express  their  support  for  Chernenko's  policies  as 
stated  at  the  plenum  of  the  Soviet  Writers'  Onion.  They  pledged  to 
maintain  a  high  state  of  military  readiness  and  uphold  socialist  tra¬ 
ditions. 

a  A  ailitary  faaily  writes  to  Red  Star  to  coaplain  that  the  plumbing  in 
their  ailitary  quarters  only  provided  thea  with  hot  water  -  no  cold 
water. 

a  World  War  II  ailitary  veterans  complained  to  Red  Star  that  thay  had 
problems  in  obtaining  admittance  to  military  hospitals.  Rad  Star  in¬ 
vestigated  and  solved  the  problem.  The  officer  responsible  for  the 
delay  was  punished. 

a  Military  veterans  complained  about  the  closing  of  a  government  commis¬ 
sary.  Rad  Star  was  influential  in  getting  tha  coaaissary  reopened. 

a  Soviet  citisene  write  to  Red  Star  to  express  their  support  for 
Chernenko's  statments  (to  Pravda)  in  support  of  peace  and  arms  con¬ 
trol.

ate  technical  skills,  leadership,  and  creativity  of  unit  officers. 
Each  year  all  officers  aust  meet  the  challenge  of  mastering  nev  tech¬ 
nology  and  skills. 

•  Naval  training  tests  and  exercises  are  essential  to  maintain  combat 
readiness  of  the  Soviet  navy.  Crews  strive  for  excellence  in  order  to 
win  competitions. 

a  An  army  officer  is  criticised  and  disciplined  for  lack  of  organisation 
and  skills  required  to  unload  cargo  from  helicopters. 

a  All  military  commanders  must  be  trained  to  make  quick  and  effective 
tactical  decisions.  In  combat  they  must  be  able  to  work  under  pres¬ 
sure  and  react  effectively  to  surprise  situations. 

a  Military  training  cadres  must  be  competent  in  basic  military  skills 
and  discipline.  Military  training  centers  must  have  complete  control 
in  order  to  ensure  better  trainUg,  discipline,  and  military  readi¬ 
ness. 
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e  Control  and  direction  of  baiic  training  unite  trill  influence  the  dir* 
action  and  progress  of  military  readiness  of  the  Soviet  armed  forces* 


e  Flight  training  must  be  aimed  at  helping  pilots  to  master  technical 
skills  *  they  must  be  thorough  and  proficient  in  regard  to  netr  tech* 
nology. 

e  Staff  officers  should  play  a  more  important  role  in  the  organisation 
and  execution  of  training.  They  should  be  the  source  of  discipline, 
expertise,  guidance,  and  innovation  (during  tactical  exercises).
